WASHINGTON T*— Defense Sec­ 
retary Charles E. Wilson said to­ 
day after talking with President 
Eisenhower that it might be “dan­ 
gerous” for anybody in the mili­ 
tary to revive a feud between the 
services. 
Wilson said the President is “ a 
bit unhappy about the fact that 
we don’t seem to get along better 
in the services.” 
“ What is the next step in the 
feud?” a reporter asked Wilson. 
“ Let s see who sticks his head 
up next.” Wilson said with a grim 
smile. “ I think it might be a little 
dangerous.” 
Two Senate subcommittees serv­ 
ed notice that they will investigate 
the inter-service controversies over 
missiles and air power. 
They de­ 
cided to look into the feud despite 
Wilson's claim Monday that the 
squabbling has been exaggerated. 
Wilson was questioned about his 
attitude toward the congressional 
investigation of the heated compe­ 
tition between the services. 
Wilson recalled that in his news 
conference late Monday he said 
he saw no particular need for a 
congressional inquiry. 
“ But that is really their busi­ 
ness,” he said today. 


Symington Plans Inquiry

Shivers 
had a secret talk with his fellow 
Dixiecrat governor. Jimmie Byrn­ 
es of South Carolina in Byrnes’ 
room in which he, Shivers, pro­ 
posed that the South support John­ 
son in 1956 as its favorite son. 
Governor Byrnes’ reaction was 
brief and to the point. 
“ An up­ 
start and a whippersnapper’’ was 
what 
he called 
the Democratic 
leader of the Senate. 
Later, 
when Shivers 
came to 
Washington for the governors’ con­ 
ference of 1954, it was his friend 
Johnson v\ho arranged a break­ 
fast for him with the Texas con­ 
gressmen. It was cordial and con­ 
genial. except for one thing. Shiv­ 
ers made no headway with Speak­ 
er Rayburn. 
Mr. Sam's motto is: 
“ lf a man 
goes back on his word, never trust 
him again.” 
He would have no­ 
thing to do with Shivers. 
However, 
private meetings be­ 
tween Shivers and Johnson con­ 
tinued. 
The likable Lyndon be­ 
lieves in compromise-. He likes to

with 
people. 
When 
Johnson would come back to Tex­ 
as, Shivers would slip out of the 
capital and go to visit Lyndon at 
his rapch 65 miles out of Austin. 
They worked together on a lot of 
things, including the selection of 
Lt. Gov.

JOHNSON IN REVERSE 


At an April meeting at the John­ 
son ranch, Lyndon sat down with 
the Rayburn loyalists, the Demo­ 
cratic advisory committee which 
jhad 
held the party 
together for 
three years, and made a bargain 
as to what would happen if the 
{loyalists w on. 
The following w as 
agreed: 
1. 
The Democratic party offi­ 
cers must sign a new pledge to 
support the party. 
Old officers 
i who had not been loyal must go. 
2. 
The Democratic caucuses of 
each congressional district would 
pick its delegate to Chicago with­ 
out outside interference 
or dicta­ 
tion. 
Shortly after the victory, how­ 
ever, it became evident that John­ 
son did not agree with what had 
previously been argued. 
I 
First, his leaders demanded the 
right to veto any delegate not per- 
i sonally acceptable to him. In oth­ 
er words, the pledge of outside 
interference 
was 
throw n over- 
!board. 
Second, his leaders want to re- 
; tain some of the Shivercrats 
in 
key 
positions, 
though 
requiring 
them to take a new pledge of loy­ 
alty. 
He also proposed Mrs. 
Lloyd 
Bentsen, wife of the ex-congress­ 
man as Democratic national com­ 
mitteewoman, 
even 
though 
she 
supported Eisenhower and though 
her family arranged that famous 
$425,000 land-deal profit for Shiv­ 
ers in the Rio Grande valley. Fail- 
j ing her, Lyndon is for Mrs. Max 
Brooks, who also refused to sup­ 
port Stevenson. 
Lyndon also proposes his former 
assistant, John Connally, as Dem­ 
ocratic 
national 
committeeman, 
j though Connally was one of 
the 
I most brazen lobbyists in Washing­ 
ton for the natural gas bill. 
He 
worked 
with Elmer Patm an of 
j Superior Oil wdio financed the $2,- 
j 500 
offer to 
Senator Case. 
The 
fact that he wras Johnson’s former 
assistant was one reason Johnson 
rushed in to kill any real investi­ 
gation of the gas lobby. 
Sam Rayburn has such a deep 
affection for his protege Lyndon 
jthat he will stick with him through 
thick and thin. 
However, other 
Rayburn 
loyalists don’t 
feel too 
happy as they gather in Dallas.

They, and they alone, with no 
help 
from 
Johnsonites,

House Committee 
Votes Increase 
In Postal Rates 
WASHINGTON W - The House 
Post Office committee today ap­ 
proved a bill raising first class 
postal rates from three to four 
cents. 
The bill would also raise air 
mail postage from six to seven 
cents and increase 
second and 
third class rates. 
The committee approved it by a 
vote of 13 to 8. 
Second class rates would be in­ 
creased gradually over a five-year 
period, amounting finally to an in­ 
crease of 30 per cent for news­ 
papers and magazines with less 
than 5 per cent advertising and a 
120 per cent increase on publica­ 
tions with more than five per cent 
advertising in the farthest zones. 
The rate increases apply only to 
out of county mail.
